Engineer John Soanlon Killed 
In Southern Railroad 
Collision. 



Joha B. Scanloa, oae of the beet kaowa 
and moat reliable eagiaeera on the South- 
ern railway, lost hia Hfe In aa awful 

wreck that occurred Salnrday morning 
near Harrodsburg. The fast local freight, 
due in Louisville in the afternoon, waa 
in charge of Conductor Nicholson and 
Engineer Scanlon. When the freight 
passed Burgin the crew were signaled to 
go ahead, and after leaving that station 
ttaeycsnrst sllanue. striving Bar- 
rodsbnig on time. A work toain and 
engine had left the awitdi tliere sad was 
proceeding east, and waa fint seen by 
Bngineer Scanlon. who stood to hia post 
and lost bis life in a brave effort to avoid 
the collision. Despite his efforts the two 
engines came together with a terrible 
crash, resulting in the death of Scanlon 
and a negro and the injury of seven other 
men, one of whom waaPlremaaJ. Welch, 
of 2631 Griffith sveane, wboee arm was 
broken and hia back badly injured. 
When the biave eagiaeer saw there was 
no hope be eadesvored to jump from the 
cab, but was caught btfweea the engine 
and tender and crushed to death. 

fCiUjincer Scanlon was the son of Daniel 
Scanlon, President of the Scanlon Coal 
Company, and had been in the employ 
of the Southern railway for the past three 
years. His record was a splendid one 
and he enjoyed the confidence of the 
officials of the road and Us fMbxr-work- 
men. When tbe sad tidiiv" raselMd thia 
city the beresved'fUher st ones left for 
the scene of the diasslsr and returned 
with the remains of his son, which were 
taken to the family residence, Uli! West 
Kentucky street. The funeral took place 
Sunday afternoon from St. Louis Ber- 
traud's, a large concourse of mourning 
friends following tbe remains to St. 
Louis cemetery. The entire community 
was shocked by tt>c news, and every- 
where there were cxpreasious of sympathy 
for the parents and reladvee of the de- 
ceased, who was bottUtty-two yssia old. 
With them we unite oar praysta for his 
eternal rejiose.

Were Delightfully Entertained and Went Away With Many Expressions 
of Praise and Thanlcs for , Kentucky Hospitality. 



The Knights of Columbus completely 
captured I^ouisville for four days this 
week. Tbe meeting of the national offi- 
cers and national delegates attracted 
more attention than any aimilar gather- 
ing ever held here. Conaidering the fact 
that there were but a few more than 160 
delegatea here (bnt 'repraaentin« 114,000 
KnighU), the atUntion paid to the meet- 
ing by the pree^ and the general public 
was a most gratifying feature of the ses- 
sion. The Grand Army and the Knights 
Templar have held national conventions 
in Louisville, and of course had much 
larger crowds, but no finer body of men 
ever assembled in Louisville and went 
away leaving a better impression. The 
recc^ition given to the Supreme Knight, 
the natioBSl oflieefa, tbe delegatea and 
their wivee was cordial without being 
effusive. In going away every visitor 
declared in favor of comiag back to old 
Kentucky again and partaking some more 
of her hospitality. 

To Louisville Council belongs the 
credit of showing the |>eopleof Louisville 
who are not of the Catholic faith what a 
great charitable body of laymen the 
church baa ia the Knighta of Columbus. 
To each and every member of the local 
oonndl credit is das, for aoos asglseted 
hia part The leading nwnben of other 
fraternal bodies, such as the A. O. H. , 
Y. M. I., C. K. of A. and others paid their 
resj)ects to the visitors, as did Catholics 
generally. The meeting will reault in 
great good for all the CstboHe oifsaiza- 
tions. 

The Kentucky Irish American wishes 
to congratulate the Knighta of Columbus 
locally and generally and to express the 
wish that the ofder awy ooatiane to 
flourish ia the fnttaw es it baa during the 
pmst year. It would require every oolnmn 
of apace in tbis paper to give e*e 
details of all the proceedings, the recep- 
tions, banquets, etc., and our readers 
will have to lie content with a condeii.sed 
report. The Knights began to arrive 
on Monday. They were met at the 
traina by delegates from Louisville 
Council and escorted to the Gait House 
where an informal reception waa held on 
Monday afternoon, all tbe local memben 
of the order and many prominent Catho- 
lics calling to pay their reapeeta. 

On Tuesday morning at 11 o'clock, 
when the first busineas session was called 
to order by Supreme Kuigbt Kdward L. 
Hearn, every ccmncil was represented. 
I'revious to the calling of the convention 
the great lobby of tbe Gait House, one 
of tbe largest in the country, was filled 
with visitors. Pro^eding to the great 
(lining room promptly on tiM hour 
delegatea, after being rapped to ocdsr by 
the Supreme Knight, listsasd to s heaxiy 
address of welcome from hia Honor the 
Mayor. Mayor Grainger said he 
esteemetl it a great honor and pleasure to 
extend the freedom of the city to such 
a fine body of gentlemen. Their every 
appearance indicated that they were 
gentlemen all. Tbe Mayor said be knew 
well the daaa of mea that made up 
i^uiavUle Ooaaea, sad if aU tbs dsle- 
gatee were like thoM then they mast be 
good dtiaans sad patriotie oass. Ia 
oondnaion the Mayor aaid he wonld turn 
the keys of the city over to Supreme 
Knight Hearn, and I/>uisville belonged 
to the Knighta of Columbus us long as 
they should remain within its limits. 

Supreme Knight Hearn made c felicit- 
ous reeponse, sajring that he and hiai 
aaaociatea appreciated the cordial and 
hearty welcome given to them by the 
Chief Bmcntive of tbe aMtropolia of 
Keatadcy. They woald strive to show 
dariac tbeir eUy ia the dty that they 
wars worthy of at least some of the good 
tUi^ ssid of them. They all felt that 
they would be treated handsomely dur- 
ing tbeir stay. 

After tbe departure of tbe Mayor and 
viaitors the convention went into execu- 
tive session, and the credentials having 
been verified, the first business was the 
reading of the reports of the officers. 
The first Importaat report waa that of 
Supreaw VLjaif^bt Beam, wliidi went iato 
deuils of the ooaditioa of the older at 
the preaent time, an estimate of its future 
aucceas and prosperity and a brief review 
of its past. Incidentally the Supreme 
Knight spoke of the chair of American 
history which the order had founded in 
the Catholic University in Washington 
City, which haa heretofore been referred 
to in these columns. The Supreme Knight 
suggested that those councils which did 
not give to the fund for the eetabliah- 
ment and thoae which have been taken 
iato the order dace the chair waa.eatab- 
Uabed ralae a nifaecrirtion for the equip- 
ment of a library to go with the de{Mrt- 
ment of .\mericau history. He reviewed 
the establishment of the fraternity paper, 
the Columbiad, and tells of its success. 
He described the plan for erecting tbe 
new bttildiug in New Haven, and ez- 
prcseed the hope that the nest annual 
meeting may be hdd within ita walls. 

The Supreme Knight controverted with 
great energy the statement that the prea- 
ent expenditnrea of the order^ were ont of

reason. Comparing thefcr capita 
ment with the twenty-five fraternal lu- 
snrance orders, he showtd that only two 
have a smaller per capi||a tax thau tbe 
KnighU of Columbus. ;in 1899, with a 
total memberahip of 42,770. tbe total ex- 
peaditara wm f48.874(M» while ia the 
psst yesr, witb s msaibsaMp of 114.000, 
ths szpsaditnrs hss beenjanly |78,041.S9. 
Two hundred end twentj^ven members 
holding insurance polida have died dur- 
ing the past year and Sic benefits paid 
have amounted to |24;{,7u0. 

In speaking of the growth of 
the order the Supreme Knight grew 
eloquent. "We may look back upon 
the year 1903 witl^ feelings of 
pride and astisfsctiontisnd yst what 
may we not look forward to ftor the 
pree ea t year and the WV* to conM? 
Since January 1, 1904.T|l*ty oonndl* 
have been institntsdf W sverage of 
twelve councils per nHpfh, which if 
inaintaine'l for the entire year will 
furnish a growth that will completely 
dwaif our progress in former years. Our 
net increase in insurance members for 
the first five months of 1904 has been 
about 3,000, almost aa large as the entire 
net gain In that departme it for the entire 
year of 1908. During ths Mune period of 
the preaent yesr onr ssl idste member- 
ship has experienced a [ain of about 
8,000, making our total nembersbip on 
June 1, lyol. more than 11 l/KMi, and tbe 
120,000 mark will have been ))as.sed be- 
fore the expiration of the year. 

"Since January 1, lUO-l, new councils 
have been instituted in Arkona, Arkansas 
and Idaho, and State councils have been 
eatabliahed in Tezaa, ^Waabington and 
Alabama. The Dominimi af Canada has 
been divided into sepanteyurisdictions, 
t«»>wlt: tta^ioiriJMi^^l^^ 

tario, in which the Territorial Deputy in- 
forms me a State council will be- con- 
vened July 1, and the Maritime Prov- 
iuces. Applications for the institution of 
coundls in Wtstern Ontario, Manitoba 
and British Columbia are already in tbe 
hands of the Committee on Charters. 
The same ia true of the Pbilippinea, Porto 
Rico and Mexico, and a committee of the 
board has devoted considerable time and 
study during the past year to the con- 
sideration of the extension of the order 
into those countries. Following the in 
sti'.ution of the first coundl in the Mari- 
time Provinces, at Cbarlottetown, P. E. 
I., have come repeated requests for tbe 
inatitution of councils in other dties 
throughout thoee proviaess. A vary 
busy and pro a peroua year ■eeme to await 
na, and all eigne indicate that opr record 
of 106 oonndla institntsd dnrii« UW8 wUI 
bssarpsMedinl904." 

The detailed report of the Supreme 
Knight would cover about four columns 
of spaci' and this is but an outline. 

The report of National Secretary Dan- 
iel Col well was very concise, covering 
only thirteen pages of printed matter. 
This report gave a lot of valuable infor- 
aution about the order. During the year 
190S there wen iastitatsd 106 oonndla, 
sn sveisge of sbont two oonndls s week, 
and the K, of C now haa repreeentation 
in every State and Territoiy except 
Nevada and Alaaka, and in addition haa 
flourishing councils in yuebec and On- 
tario, in Canada. The total membership 
as showu by the Secretary's report is 
114,102. Intereating commenta made by 
Seoetary Qolwell follow: 

"An examinatiMi of onr financial con- 
dition will dlMlooe the pleadng fact that 
onr order stsads St the tasadofallAaMri- 
osa frstarasl iasaflsaos sod^iss, oar psf 
capita surptas lislag almost The 
mortality for the year haa been favorably 
low, a ratio of 6.3 per 1,0<XI having been 
maintained. All claims against the order 
have been met and paid with promptness. 
The gain in our insure<l membership was 
larger than we bad looked for, and tbis 
may be accounted for through our official 
joarasl, the Odambisd, sad tbroagh tbe 
rcetored coafidcaoe ia the system of 
insnrsnos now in operetion. All reoog- 
nixe that tbe preeent table of rates is a 
settled question, every member, old and 
young, accepting them as juat, equitable 
and ^lermanent. Our associate member- 
ship, too, has advanced witb uudimiu- 
ished strides, and we can muster today 
more than 114,000 B iembe«s ia both 
classes. 

"When we consider the disturbed con- 
ditions tiiat have prevailed in fraternal 
drclea for the past year, in conaeqneoce 
of the attempt oa tbe part of 
■ffpmitu to adopt srtnqasfs nstss of 
ment, and tbs sttsadaat aevere 
experienced by some, the Knighte of 
Columbus, aa the vanguard organization 
in this particular, may take pardonable 
pri<le in the fact that our efforts have 
been adjudged sound and conservative, 
and are being emulated; our stability is 
confessed by all, and witb a few necea- 

ry amendments to tbe laws, which 
experience- shows are faulty In some 
places, we may look for a grand triumph 
all along the line in the ycir before na." 

The very full report of T. J. Brady, the 



National Treasurer, showing tbe finandal 
standing of the order, waa also read at 
the first day's sessiou. The report was 
very volnmnions, embracing thirty-five 
pages of closely printed matter. The 
report not only gave the receipts and 
expenditures, bnt itemised detaila, show- 
ing the condition of the funds on Jsnusry 
1, 1904. On Jsnusry 1. 1908. tbs bsl* 
sacs on khad wss |tt8,787.06. sad tbs 
recdpts «C tks year s a w aats d to $566,- 
234.60, miking s totst of |81 4,021.56. 
There was expended during the year 
((i.'<2,)i>'>l .97, leaving a cash Ijalance 
December .'il, 190:1, at the close of the 
accounts of $189,;^<tk>.64. Th^ increase in 
receipts for the year 1903 SBMliatsd to 
$3^,220 more than in 1902. 

Ths National Board of Directors fully 
approved the report of the Building 
Committee, of which Mr. Peadergaat, of 
Boston, IS Chairman. It wee decided to 
accept the plans of John L. PaxtOU for 
Uie building, which is to cost $200,000. 
It will lie located ;il ;'".4-'J.')f> Chapel 
street. New Haven, Cumi. The lot on 
which the building is to be erected cost 
f ,11 (Hid. The officers of tbe National 
Council will be located in tbis building, 
which will be complded within a year. 

Tbe convention voted down a reaolu- 
tioa to change tbe rales so that each 
State would hsv* reptsseatstioa aoooid- 
ing to its numerical atrength. The reeo- 
lution was offered by the New York 
delegation and was debated for over two 
hours Tuesday afternoon. Under the 
preaent laws no State can have more than 
eight elective delegates. Each State is 
allowed to send the present State Deputy 
and the last Past Deputy. The elective 
delegates are admitteid as follows: One 
for the first 2,000 insurance members; 
ons-fdr tfw first MOO sesodsts memben; 
has wiHBIfc^wM W a a S T *' 9,W0 Insiusuos' 
members, and one for each additional 
2,000 associate members until tbe num- 
ber reaches eight. The New York reso- 
lution would have given each State one 
delegate for each 2,000 insurance mem- 
bers and one delegate for each 2,000 
associate members, with no limit. 

In regard to changing the preaent laws 
Secretary Oolwdl said in this connec- 
tion: "We now have theconstitntion and 
laws in such shape that we hope that 
they will not have to be changed again 
for a number of years. The changes 
were of minor iiuiHjrtance, and will ap- 
ply only to iiiatters of routine. Our 
experience of the past year ShOWSd thst 
they were necessary." 

Although the delegates had many 
opportnaitiee for pleeanrs on Tuesday 
and W edassdsy they coa t iaaed at work 
until every itsm of bnsiasss bad bssa 
diapossd of. Ttasy woald aot acespt hos- 
pitality during bukneie hours. 

The business aeasion of the National 
Council did not conclude until after 6 
o'clock on Wednesday evening. It would 
be impossible to detail here all the hap- 
penings in the convention. Suffice it to 
say the amendments to the by-la%rs and 
other details were completed without 
friction. It was dedded on Wednesday 
evening, efter a long diacuadon, to hold 
the next regular msetittg in June, 1906, 
St Los Angeles, Dstrdt, MUwsaksssad 
New Hsvcn were studoas to secure 
the meeting, bnt Los Angeles won, 
through the eloquence of Joseph Scott, 
the only delegate from California, who 
made a great plea for tbe City of Angels 
and won. 

Tbe following new Trustees were se- 
lected to fill vacancies caused by expira- 
tion of regnlsr terms: P. J. McNulty, 
Pittsbntgrilsttbsw |. Caaimlngs, Provi- 
dence, R. L; V^lUsm J. McCuUough, 
Davenport. lows, sad P. D. Thorae, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Before adjourning the following reso- 
tion was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That tbe twentieth annual 
National Council of the Knights of 
Columbus, held at Louisville on June 7 
and 8, 1SH)4— tbe first National Council 
in regnlsr seedon held in any city other 
than that which gave the order birth — 
extend their sincere thanks to thslr 
brethren of I^bnisville Coundl, No. 890, 
for thdr hoepitality and oonrtssy. Tbe 
far famed hospiulity of Kentucky haa 
Ijeen an anticipation. Today it is a 
realization, tbe memory of which will 
never fail, and the Board of Directors, on 
behalf of the National Council, are hereby 
directed to preaent to Louisville Council 
a suitably engrossed copy of tbis expres- 
sion of our appreciation. 

The oondnding aedal feature of the 
convention waa a grand banquet at the 
Gait House on Wsdasfdsy aigbt. Cov> 
ere were Idd for aasriy three hundred. 
Msny ladies were preaent. The occadon 
was a most enjoyable one for the mem- 
bers of l/ouisville Council aa well as for 
the visitors.

Suggestion That Th«y Form 
a National Organ- 
izatlon. 



The call for the fonastioB of such a 
sodety in the United Ststee comes from 
Rome, where s few dsys sgo 900 pbysi- 
dsns sasembled from sll parts of Buiope 
snd hdd s congrese. An sudlence was 
granted them by Pope Pius X. The rules 
under which the organization is to be 
governed are: 

First— The Catholic doctors, with the 
object of establishing a fraternal union 
among themselves and of renewing the 
ancient Christian traditioas, decide to 
found a sodety in each country under tbe 
protection of the hdy doctors, 8t Luke, 
St. Cosmss aad St. Daaiiaa. 

Second— The objects of the society are 
(a) the application of the Christian vir- 
tues and professional charity in the prac- 
tice and (b) the study of medical ques- 
tions with especial atteutiou to those 
regarding fdth, moral and deontology. 
They declare that in this they submit to 
tbe dedsions of ecclesiastical authority. 

Third— Sodetiee will edopt as their 
patronsl fesat St. Luke's dsy. 

Fourth- The soddles will svdd all 
political questions. 

. Fiftb^The aodedss fou:ided in the 
different' cbuntrfes are to be independent 
in their different funcliona, but in order 
to create among them a fraternal liond of 
union they msy be kept in comiiiunica- 
tiou with one another through tbeir 
respective Presidents. 

Sixth— They will dm St holding gen- 
eral renaioas, tbe Prasldsacy of wliich 
will be givaa tba Prssidaats of esch 
sodety in tnm. 

Seventh— The general reunions will 
take place in Rome, tbe center of Chris- 
tendom. 

Eighth— The doctors of Rome will l>e 
charged to correspomi with tlu ilnfcn nt 
societies and to give them all tbe necea- 
liary information on sach BMttsn ss msy 
call for ezplsnstions. 

Slmilsr ofi^anisstiaas srs to be edab- 
liahed in IieUnd. Englsnd Sootlsnd and 
Austrdls. Many prominent Cstholic 
physidans in this country fsvor the 
establishment of such sn intenistioiMl 
union sad will coopsrsts.

The delegates who at- 
tended the conndl here were a fine 
body of men, equal to any society 
which ever assembled iii I«ouisville 
on a similar mission. The delega- 
tion was made tip of men of aiairs, 
of fine appearance, but modest 
withal. They attended to their 
business promptly and left a good 
impicsrion everywhere. The visit 
of the Knights to Louisville will 
make a good impression on non- 
Catholics and will do other Catholic 
societies a aervioe indkectly. 

The Knights of Columbus is a 
great organization and has accom- 
plished much already. It will 
accomplish much more as it grows 
older, as it works on a high plane 
and is careful about the class of men 
it admits into its kML. The ladies 
who accompanied the delegates, 
being the wives or relatives of the 
visitors, were given many handsome 
receptkms and will have no occasion 
to regre t thefa: visit to Kent ucky. 

KBNTOCKY DBMOCRACV. 

The Democrats of Kentucky in 

convention assembled this week in 
Louisville virtually placed the lead- 
ership in the hands of Gov. Beck- 
ham. So far as party affairs are 
concerned. Senator Blackburn was, 
for the time being at least, relegated 
to the ranks, or to the rear. 
Whether he will remain there re> 
mains for the future to decide. 
Blackburn has wonderful recupera- 
tive powers, but it looks like the 
younger clement is determined to 
make Gov. Beckham Senator in his 
place. Beckham is a deau man and 
has shown great political capacity 
for one so young. He has also 
shown that he is a capable leader. 

The platform adopted by the 
convention is not a strong one. It 
is weak in that it does not take 
sides for anybody or anything. It 
affirms its faith in the principles of 
Jefferson and Jackson and Unds 
Brjran, all in one paragraph, which 
amounts to nothing. It recommends 
a revision of tariff laws without de- 
claring for tariff for revenue only, a 
Democratic principle. While the 
majority appeared to be for Judge 
Parker, the delegates refused to in- 
struct for Urn for President. 

The convention was a large one 
and made up mostly of young men. 
Gov. Beckham was selected to 
head the ddegation to the national 
convention in St. Louis, and the 
delegates will probably vote for 
Parker on the first ballot at least. 

As to the oontnd of party affairs 
in Louisville, thef were practically 
placed in the hands of Mayor 
Charles P. Grainger and William 
B. Hakleman. The Mayor has 
shown great ability as a leader in 
local affairs, and since be has as- 
sumed control the party has won 
at every election. 

Mr. Haldeman it is understood 
is to be the member of the Demo- 
cratic Nattonal Committee for Ken- 
tucky, succeeding Urey Woodson. 
The party organization in the State 
is a strong one and is Hkdy to be 
in powe r for a good while. 

It is rumored that the Pope will 
iasne an encyclical letter ^o Bishops 



throughout the world stating the 
motives which induced him to send 
to the French Government the pro- 
test that caused so mudi disturb- 
ance. In the document the Pope 
will define, it is said, the attitude of 
the Holy See toward the question 
of temporal power in Italy, and why 
be did not receive M. Loubet at the 
Vatican. Cardinal Del Val is not 
worried tttWi over the French situa- 
tion. He puts his hopes on the 
fact that even French Catholics 
have votes, and sooner or later they 
will cause the defeat of the Minis- 
try. PrdtUt of the Vatican do not 
share his hopes, because they say 
the French Catholics seem to have 
gone over to the enemy, making the 
opponents of the church the major- 
ity. Prelates in Rome say French 
Catholics should have done as Bel- 
gian CathoUci did, vis.: Drive ene- 
mies to the church from political 
office at Bmssels. 



The head of Oliver Cromwell, the 
scourge of Ireland, after being 
above ground for two and one-half 
centuries, now threatens to become 
the center of a discussion in Eng- 
land. Cromwell's body was buried 
at the foot oi the gallows at Tyburn 
after being subjected to many in- 
dignities. The head was impaled 
on a pike and placed on the roof of 
a house, but was afterward stolen 
and was exhibited for a time by 
showmen. The London Truth sug- 
gests that the bead of Cromwell 
ought to be reverently buried. No 
objection will be raised if the head 
of the Protector is buried in Eng- 
land, and the .sooner the better. 



The well known Roman corre- 
^pondent Osservatore writes that 
owing to the pers iste nt efforts of 
Roman "^tbolics to obtain the sanc- 
tion of the Vatican to vote at politi- 
cal elections, the Pope has ssked 
the opinhm of all Italian Bishops 
by circular. Four-fifths have an- 
wered unfavorably, it is said, among 
them all Cardinals save six, on the 
ground that Catholics in Italy are 
as yet unprepared to enter politics. 
The Pope fears they will l9e de- 
feated, .and prefers they wait 'Hll 
they can hope to win as a party. It 
was Pius IX. who forbade Italian 
Catholics to vote. 



The French Government con- 
templates new measures against the 

church, even after the concordat be 
annulled. The new scheme is to 
replace nuns with lay women as 
relief workers in the prisons for 
women. At present fully two hun- 
dred nuns are employed, but it is 
asserted that all will be thrown out 
by July. ' Female reformatories are 
also to be similarly changed, it is 
said, lay women being put in in- 
stead of nuns or spiritual visitors, 
although the change win involve a 
good deal of expense to the Gov- 
ernment 




Col. Reuben Dnrrett has found 
out that the pagan Japs were de- 
frauded out of thdr victtary in Man- 
churia by Russia, aided by France 
and Germany. Col. Dnrrett is very 
much in sympothy with the Jap::, 
he says, but gives no reason for the 
faith that is in him except that 
England wants Russia whipped. It 
is a pity Col. Dorrett is too old join 
the Japanese army.

Weroaater aa a preaa telegraph operator 
aiaay years ago, haa invented a aynchron- 
oea.multiplex system of telegraphy which 
promiaea to revolutionize telegraphy as 
it is used in the busines world. Delaney 
is a nicml>er of tht I'raiikliu lu.slitute 
and the Ameiican Association f<ir the 
Advancement of Science, aud is a former 
Vice President of the American Institute 
of Electrical Engineers. His inventions 
have already won the highest hoqors, 
having received a gold medal of the In 
veatora' Bxhlbitiae, London, in 1886 
two gold aiedala aad tbe John Scott 
legacy medal from the Franklin Inatitnte 
and the gold medal at the Pan-American 
Exposition. Peudinf; the i.s,suf of furei^n 
patents, Delaney's invention may not \jc 
described in full, but its leaiiing features 
are thus outlined by himself: "Instead 
of sending the messages by the Morse 
key directly into tbe line they are first 
composed on a tape by perfdrationa rep- 
reaentitv the Moiae characters. This 
tape la paaaed tlnoagh a audilae traaa 
mitter, which by automatic actioa aeads 
the charactera over a single wirk at a rate 
equal to its full carrying capacity. With 
one wire between New York and Phila- 
delphia fifty or more persons in charge of 
machines may t)e employed in putting 
messages on tape, while fifty or more 
peraona at the other end of the line re- 
ceive the messages in the Morae char* 
acters and tranacribe tbem."
